Two Dozen Spectators Witnessed the 
Bouble Execution, Which Was 
Carried Through by Sheriff 
Kerth Without a Hitch. 


With a smile on his face, “Cattonhead’”’ 
Schmidt, a boy in his seventeenth year, 
walked on the gallows at Clayton, St. 
Louis County, Tuesday morning and atoned 
with his young life for the murder of Ar- 
tist Bertram Atwater. 

He was the youngest man 
stretched hemp in Missouri, but he died 
with absolute indifference. He was as care- 
less of his own life as of the life he atded 
in taking away. His bravado robbed the 
execution of that pathos that would natur- 
ally attach to the hanging of so young a 
boy. Sam Foster, his accomplice in the 
murder of Atwater, was hanged after him. 
He too died without a scene. The double 
execution passed off without a hitch and 
reflected great credit om Sheriff Peter Kerth, 
a novice in the act of capital punishment. 

—— 

Two dozen men stood in the gangway 
that leads from the Clayton jail to the 
County Court-house Monday morning. Day 
was just breaking. The light was gray, 
the air cold. The waitihg crowd shivered. 
Sheriff Kerth hustled about, examining a 
hangman's rope that swung from an iron 
ring in the celling. Below it was a double 
trap door that opened at ‘tthe touch of a 
lever. Only two of the spectators looked 
serious. One was Mr. M. W. Orton of 
Webster Groves, the prospective father-in- 
law of the murdered Atwater, the other 
was L. L.- Lee, a workingman from the 
same village and a brother-in-law of Peter, 
alias “Cotton” Schmidt, 

Suddenly the iron door of the jail opened. 
A boy walked coolly into the gangway. His 
hands were pinioned behind his back. When 
he reached the trap he stopped and looked 
curiously about him. 

All but one man in the crowd about him 
felt a great pity for the fair-haired boy 
whose life was to be taken away in atone- 
ment for the crime of murder. 

The lad lodked anything but a murderer. 
His fragile boyish frame, fair hair, fran 
open features, naturally handsome afd , 
fined by, his jail life, gave a daintingss to 
his aspect altogether disassociated with the 
idea of crime. He was a pretty lad, far too 
tender for the hangman's noose. 

Yet he faced death unfiinchingly. He 
smiled at the reporters, whom he had treat. 
ed so boorishly, shook hands with his’ 
brother-in-law and tuPmed expectantly to 
the Sheriff. The black cap was pulled over 
his pretty features, Sheriff Kerth swung 
the noose about his neck. The knot was 
pressed against his tender flesh, The drop 
fell and the boy ewtng into space. His 
frame was too light to make the drop ef-° 
fective. The goose had not been properly 
adjusted. His neck was not broken by the 
fall and he slowly strangled to death.

The boy spunkily held his head 
erect while the Sheriff tightened the coil 
of rope and presed the noose beneath his 
ear. Kerth was nervous and the knot rested 
too far to the front. 

When the drop was sprung the boy shot 
through and pulled up without a jolt. The 
rope slipped up and skinned his chin, but it 
hung about his neck and slowly strangled 
him to death. He never quivered. The doc- 
tors grabbed his wrists and found his pulse 
had jumped to 130 a minute. Eleven min- 
utes after the drop “tell the doctors said the 
boy was dead, but his pulse continued to 
beat for twenty- one minutes. 

The doctors’ watches timed the drop at 
one minute after 7 o’clock. At 7:04% ‘‘Cot- 
tonhead’’ was pronounced dead. et 721 
o’clock the body was cut down.

It was feared that Foster would turn 
vicious and his fearful strength gave the 
Sheriff much apprehension, but he was meek 
as a lamb. He walked slowly out into the 
area-way. He had a smile for every one 
when he stood upon the trap. “I’m going, 
and I wish you all good bye. I feel well 
prepared,”’ he said. Then turning to Sheriff 
Kerth he made a motion to shake hands. 
The Sheriff's right hand was busy with the 
noose, but he gave the negro his left, and 
said: ‘*You are dying like a man, Sam.”

The hemp ehrieked under his great 
weight, the body quivered and then be- 
came still. There was no doubting that his 


neck was broken. 


When the doctors grabbed his wrist his 
pulse was normal. Death had been instan- 
taneous. 

Curiously his heart-beats lasted longer 
than Cotonhead’s. He shot through the 
trap at 7:29 o’clock. Twenty-two minutes 
later pulsation ceased. 

Hig body was taken down and laid ona 
rude board stretcher in the Court-house 
corridor until noon time, when the under- 
taker took them both away to prepare 
them for burial. 

A Coroner’s jury composed ‘of* doctors 
rendered the verdict in accordance with the 
facts. 


CROWDS SEE THEM SWUNG. 


Among the Large Number Was Miss 
Genevieve Orton’s Father. 


The square surrounding the Court-house 
was a busy place whan day first broke 


Tuesday. Dozens of people were there to | rope with them and the others only becom 


see the hanging, and all swarmed in front 


of the north door of the Court-house, that 
they might be the first to enter. Sheriff 
Kerth had laid his plans carefully, how- 
ever 

First his deputies and Drs. E. J. Neville 
and P. J. Hewer of St. Louis and Dr. Wills 
of Mehlville. the medical witnesses, were 
admitted to the building. Then came the 
representatives of the various papers, and 
finally the people who held tickets to the 
execution. Adam Schmidt, the father of 
the condemned boy, was one of the first 
near the building. He did not make an 
effort to see his son, and was not in evi- 
dence when the execution took place. 

Another who arriyed early was M. C. Or- 
ton of Webster Groves. He is the father of 
Miss Genevieve 8S. Orton, the fiancee of the 
man who was murdered by Schmrar and 
Foster. Mr. Orton remained in the building 
unth the douBle exeoution was over. 

The remainder of the crowd was composed 
chiefly of persons who had been attracted 
by morbid curiosity, though there was a fair 
sprinkling of medical men, They pushed 
and shoved in their efforts to secure advan- 
tageous positions about the scaffold, and 
left but little space beneath the trap ‘when 
the word was given that the noose was being 
aca about the neck of “Cotton” 
Schmidt. 

When the boy shot through the trap the 
crowd féll back for a minute, and then 
surged forward about the dangling form. 
Just a few minutes before an officer had 
arrived at the Court House with a negro 
prisoner, who was securely handcuffed. he 
officer grew excited over the hanging and 
went out to see it. He left his prisoner, 
unguarded, in the Sheriff’s office. he pris- 
oner wandered about for a few minutes, and 
then went out to see what was going on, 
When “Cotton” Schmidt was cut down he 
went back to the Sheriff’s office and waited 
for his captor to claim him. This the of- 
ficer did not do until Foster had been sent 
into eternity 

When ee body of “Cotton” Schmidt was 
cut down it was carried into the corridor 
of the Court-house, where Corvell & Parker, 
the county undertakers, had prepared a 
rough pine slab for its reception. When the 
body of Foster was cut down it was laid 
beside that of his partner in crime and 
death. Coroner Rouse impaneled a jury, 
which passed upon the death of the two 
men and the bodies were taken away by the 
undertakers. When the bodies were gone 
there was no longer any excuse for the 
crowd remaining and by 9 o'clock it had 
melted away. ose who were fond of

But, strange to say, the nerve of this 
strange man had come back to him. After 
his talk with Dr. Simon he seemed to 
gather courage in the face of his impend- 
ing death. He talked with all his visitors, 
and even smiled again as though new life 
had been given him 

This was probably the result of the Sher- 
iff’'s rescinding his order not to allow him 
any whisky. 

At 10 o'clock he decided that, small doses 
should be given him from ti to time to 
keep his courage up and Duestrow was very 
gratified. 

The crowd outside kept close tab on his 
doings. They heard of his break-down ear- 
ly in the morning and every one whispered 
tu his neighbor: “I told you so.’ They 
heard of his regained nerve and they won- 
dered what. manner of tnan he was. And 
so they waited on, eager for every word 
from the fatal cell within, bent on being 
near when the time for death should come. 

One incident occurred’during the morning 
which made many believe: that Duestrow’s 
faculties were really. confused. A newspa- 
per woman from one of the St. Louis papers 
called to see him. He was told that a 
woman wanted to talk with him. At the 
time he lay on hig cot with his right arm 
under his head, his ag by his side.

LAST NIGHT ON EARTH. 


The Condemned Shivered in His Cell 
While the Gallows Was Built. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

UNION, Mo., Feb. 16.—Al!l yesterday aft- 
ernoon Duestrow sat in his little cell with 
the sound of the carpenters’ hammers ring- 
ing in his ears. They were building the 
scaffold on which he was to die. 


He could hear the voices of the men as 
they worked away, sometimes in jest, some- 
times in earnest. He could hear the com- 
ments of the curious crowds drawn around 
the jail by the prospect of the morrow’s 
ghastly tragedy. He could hear women tell 
of his crime with shudders in their Voices 
and men curse him deeply in their hate for 
his deed. He could hear the children laugh- 
ing in the streets and po pees with care- 
less gy gy to the grim stockade. 

But the ringing of the hammers was the 
most insistent of all these sounds. It 
thrust Itself upon his ears when he first set 
foot within the precincts of the jail, and 
kept on ceaselessly till the sun went down 
at night. 

It was gruesome music for a doomed man’s 
ears, but it never meved him. He did not 
seem to hate it. Pale and silent, he sat in 
his cell smoking, smoking, smoking, as he 
has done all through the months of his con- 
finement. There was not a tremor, not a 
sign that he understood the significance of 
the bustle without. 

Sometimes he sat in a chair, sometimes he 
lay upon his cot; sometimes he walked slow- 
ly from end to end of his little bare stone 
cage, but always as calm and cool as though 
the end were far away. 

It was a spectacle of wonderful nerve or 
pitiful imbecility.

His Son Dead When He Got to Denver, | ¥ 


Though He Made Nearly a 
Mile a Minute. 


DPNVER, Colo., Feb. 16.—The special 
train from Chicago, over the Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy and the Burlington & Mis- 
gsouri Railroads, chartered by Henry J. 
Mayhem, a Denver mining investment brok- 
er, reached this city at 3:52 a. m, to-day, 
having run 1,026 miles in eighteen hours and 
fifty-two minutes. This journey goes into 
histery as the greatest railway feat ever 
accomplished. The best previous railroad 
long-distance record was nineteen hours and 
fifty-seven minutes for 964 miles over the 
New York Central and Lake Shore Rail- 
roads from New York to Chicago. 

Mr. Mayham, who left New York Sun- 
day on the Pennsylvania limited, chartered 
® special train at Chicago in order to reach 
the bedside of his dying son, William B. 
Mayham, as quickly as possible. The Bur- 
lington officials agreed to take him to Den- 
ver in twenty-four hours. It was at first 
thought the trip might be made in twenty- 


one hours. Every resource of the Burling- 
ton system was brought into play, and 
over two hours were clipped off from the 
best running time that wag thought to be 

ossible. On straight s=rretches of track 

he train covered more than sixty miles 
an hour. The mountain climb from Akron, 
Colo., to Denver, 118 miles, was made in 
124 minutes, the train running an even mile 
a@ minute much of the distance. 

At Lincoln, Neb., Traveling Engineer 
D'xon of the Burlington entered the cab of 
the engine and remained with each eng n- 
eer as he came on until the train reached 
Denver. 

No special train bearing high officials of 
the nation ever attracted more careful at- 
tention from the officers of the railway. 
Telegrams from al) parts of the United 
States inquired concerning the progress of 
the train and the possibility of Mr. Mayham 
reaching the side of his son in time, at 
least, to grasp his hand before he was 
beckoned acrose the dark river. At the Bur- 
lington passenger office in this city the rep- 
resentatives were kept busy answering ques- 
tions from friends and well-wishers: of the 
family. But, in spite of the Burlington's 
eplendid record, Mr. Mayham arrived in 
Denver too late to see his son alive. The 
young man died shortly after midn’ght. 

Mr. Mayham was constantly sending his 
fon telegrams as he neared Denyer, Be- 
fore reaching Colorado he sent three mes- 
sages in succession, each of which was to 
the effect that when Will get well they 
would go to California to hasten the son’s 
recovery.

HOW TO PROTECT CONDUITS FROM 
ELECTROLYTIC ACTION. 


SOME PROPOSED METHODS. 


The Most Feasible Is to Make the Rail- 
roads Put Their Return Wires 
Overhead. 


Permits are being issuedi4o put the wires 
under ground. ‘The actua] work will be be- 
gun, unless complications arise, in a few 
days. 

This brings to the front a problem which 
the wire-users have delayed grappling with 
until the last. They all know that some- 
thing must be done to prevent the electro- 
lytic action of stray currents on the con- 
duits. Several possible methods have been 
suggested, but nothing has been done. 

Electricity is a greedy element. It ig par- 


ticularly fond of the lead and vitrified clay 
Sheathingg of conduits. As soon as they 
are down these vagrant currents pounce 
upon them and do their best to eat them. 

The trouble is caused by the railway com- 
panies using the earth for the return cur- 
rent. Having harnessed the current and 
compelled it to pull the cars it is turned 
loose to take care of itself and get back 
to where it started as best it can. 

Electricity has an affinity for the earth, 
but where there are pipes or conduits ad- 
jacent it prefers them as conductors. 

The destructive effect of the stray cur- 
rents on gas and water pipes has been a 
source of perplexity for years. 

The simplest method Of relief is the one 
hardest to apply. It is to compel the rail- 
way companies to use large return wires. 
They will only do so when self-interest 
prompts it. 

Supervisor of City Lighting A. J. O'Reilly 
has given the subject close attention. He 
has a big collection of pipes, showing the 
electrolytic action. He says the companies 
should use return wires of sufficient carry- 
ing capacity to hold all the current without 
overflow. But even this would not be en- 
tirely effective. It has been tried in other 
cities and found that considerable quan- 
tities escaped anyway. 

The only perfect remedy discovered so far 
is to place the return wire overhead, along 
side the trolley, but the objection to this is 
that it would be so heavily charged as to be 
a menace. 

Besides it is more expensive than placing 
theen under ground, but it has been done in 
Brooklyn 

The railway companies are as deeply in- 
terested as those whose property under the 
surface is damaged. he stray currents 
represent a considerable loss of energy. 

Among the schemes suggested in connec- 
tion with the conduits is one to attach a 
heavy “guard wire” to the conduits, which 
would catch up and carry away the cur- 
rents which otherwise would run along the 
conduits and set up corrosive action. As 
most of the conduits will be laid jointly, 
however, the wire would have to be put 
down the same way. It is so hard for rival 
electrical concerns to get together that it 
~ not likely they will do so on this ques- 

on.

New York Methodist Ministers Do Not 
Believe in It. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 16.—Dr. Buckley, edi- 
tor of the Christian Advocate, created a 
sensation Monday at a meeting of the 
Methodist ministers of the Metropolitan 
district by declaring that he did not and 
could not accept the infallibility of the 
English Bible, and yet, after a spirited de- 
bate, his views were sustained by the al- 
most unanimous vote of those present.

During the terrible cold spell I visited a 
number of families reported by the Post- 
Dispatch in destitute circumstances, Where 
there were heads of fam'lies I found them 
pleading for work and not for charity. One 
man at first refused to accept even the as- 
sistance that was brought to his house, and 
when he did accept tears welled into his 
eyes, pty 7 his dying wife was without 
medicines. e. said he wanted the oppor- 
tunity to earn money.

THIS , MEANS ANNEXATION. 
Turkey’s Cabinet May Decide to Recall 


the Turkish Minister at 
Athens. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. 16.—Fhe Coun- 
cil of Ministers has been sitting at the 
Yildiz Kiosk all day long. As a state of 
war between Greece and Turkey practical- 
ly exists, although it has not been officially 
declared, it is believed that the Council 
will decide to recall the Turkish Minister 
at Athens, Assam Bey, and give the Greek 
Minster here, Prince Maurocordato, his

ATHENS, .Feb. 16.—It is generally be- 
lieved here that the Cretan featyre of the 
Eastern question is now almost-a thing of 
the past, and that the landing of Greek 
troops on the island of Crete, as announced 
yesterday afternoon, is not likely to turn 
out a casus belli between Turkey and 


Greece. “ 
| The absolute decision of Greece to persist 
in the occupation of Crete and the protec- 
tion of the Christians of that island, in 
spite of the attitude of the Powers, is 
founded on the dedélaration of the Cre- 
tans that they are prepared to shed the 
last drop of their blood in order to attain 
their national aspirations, and that they 
cannot be satisfied with anything short ofa 


complete union with Greece. 

These circumstances were communicated 
by Greece to the Powers and the policy of 
the Greek nt Samat has been carried 
out in ever nt. 

An ‘antan at. the Minister of War, M. 
Smolenitz, has been gazetted, appointing 
Col. Vaseas, aide-de-camp of King Geor e 
commander of the Greek army on, lande 
yesterday at Platonica, a short istance 
action of Greece is due to the fact that she 
is unable to tolerate any longer the “‘la- 
mentable situation of the ristians in 
‘Crete, to whom we are united by the sacred 
ties of religion,” the order proceeds: 

“The Government consequently has de- 
cided to occupy the Island in the name of 
King George and raise his flag over the 
fortresses, of which you will take posses- 
sion.”’ 

“All your actions shall be accomplished tn 
conformity with the Greek laws, in the 
name of Kin George and on the responsi- 
bility of his vernment. S80 soon as you 
have landed you will publish @ proclama- 
tion announcing the occupation of the 
island by the Greek troops.” 


The Greek troops in Crete, it is announced, 
are advancing on Canea. The proclamation 
of Col. Vassos, the commander of the 
Grecian forces of Platonica, was dated from 
the Convent of Gonia and read: 

“Cretans:—You are suffering from the 
present state of anarchy and are exposed to 
the excesses of a fanatical populace—ex- 
cesses which have awakened the national 
sentiment and have deeply stirred the Hel- 
lenic ag: fo 

“This lamentable situation of a people of 
the same race and same religion having 
common destinies with ourselves could not 
any longer be allowed to exist. 

“The King of the Hellenes, my August 
Master, has resolved to end this state of 
things by a militafy. occupation of Crete. 

In proclaiming this occupation to the in- 


nationality, I promise in the name of His 
Majesty, to protect honor, life and prop- 
erty, and to respect the religious convic- 
tions of the inhab!tants, while bring:ng 
them peace and law.” 


This has been done. Col. Vassas, after 
landing at Platonica, issued a proclamation 
to the Cretan people, announcing the aecu- 
pation of the island in the name of King 
George of Greece and calling upon the 
Turks to surrender to the Greek forces, The 
reservists who have been called to the 
colors are rapidly registering at the dif- 
ferent military centers. It is hoped, how- 
ever, that the most serious difficulty to be 
anticipated is a possible severance of diplo- 
matic relations between Greece and Turkey. 

The annexation of Crete by Greece, a 
result foreshadowed, is now a fait accompli, 
and it is not thought likely that the Powers 
will do anything further in the matter than 
they have done. In the meanwhile diplo- 
matic negotiations on the subject continue 
betwen the Ambassadors of the Powers at 
Constantinople, who, in turn, are in con- 
stant communication with the Porte. 

Re-enforcements of men, arms and ammu- 
nition are on their way from Greece to Crete, 
and it is intimated that in due course of 
time the marines from the foreign warships 
will be recalled and Greece will be allowed 
to assume the administration of Crete, pos- 
sibly under some restrictions. 

The announcement that Prince Nicholas 
will start for Larissa, Thessally, with his 
regiment to-morrow created the greatest 
enthusiasm in military circles. King George 
and the royal family, with the government, 
are now in the highest possible favor with 
the people, and Prince George is certain 
of receiving a nd welcome when he re- 
roo to the Piraeus with the torpedo flo-

CANEA, Island of Crete, Feb. 16.—The 
Russian, French, British, Italian and Aus- 
trian flags are floating over Canea to-day, 
and the fact causes general satisfaction 
here, The state of uncertainty which has 
so long prevailed is now at an end, and 
the Christians believe themselves to be rid 
for all time of Mussulman rule; There are 
450 foreign marines ashore, and they oc- 
cupy the best positions in the town, the 
British being quartered in a large building 
adjoining the telegraph office.

QUICK DEATH 
BY HYOROPHOBIA 


FRIGHTFUL CASE DEVELOPED 
NEAR JEFFERSON CITY. 


JOHN FELLTRAP THE VICTIM. 


Six Men Required to Hold Him While 
in Convulsions and Death 
Soon Came. 
& —. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFDPRSON CITY, Mo., Feb, 16.—A hor- 
rible case of hydrophobia occurred, just 
south of Jefferson City. John Felltrap, a 
young German farmer, is the victim of the 
malady. . ~ 

Felltrap barked and whined liké a dog 
almost constantly and at frequent intervals 
he lapsed into convulsions of the most vio- 
lent kind. The case is said to have been 
one of the worst in the medical history of. 
Missouri. He died this forenoon in con- 
vulsions. 

Felltrap was first attacked last Saturday 
night. While sitting at the table eating the 
evening meal he lifted a glass 6f water to 
his lips. Suddenly and without a moment's 
warning, he.went into a violent paroxysm 
and the members of his family could not 
restrain him. A messenger was dispatched 
to this city for Dr. Enloe and: when the 
physician reached the Felltrap homestead 
he found the young man in the throes of 
hydrophobia. ee : 

Felitrap’s relatives were unable to under- 
stand what strange disease had struck him 
until they were enlightene@ by the doctor. 
Then they remembered. that three months 
ago Felltrap was bitten by a stray dog that 
happened along.’ The dog did not appear to 
be mad and no attention was paid to the 
incident at the time, The incision which 
was made upon the victim’s leg was very 
slight and caused him no pain or anxiety at 
the time. «2 
The sufferings endured by Felltrap were be- 
yond description. Dr. Enloe says it was one 
of the most’violent and well defined cases 
of hydrophobia within his knowledge. The 
victim was unable to take any nourishment 
and the sight of water threw him into a 
convuslion. The victim was 2 years 
old , married and Uved with his‘ pa- 
rents. The news of “his terrible con- 
dition has spread all over the surrounding 
country, as well as throughout this city and 
there is a vast amount of excitement. A 
guard of half a dozen strong men were kept 
by the bedside of the unfortumate man con- 
stantly in order to prevent him from tear- 
ing himself to pieces. He was possessed of 
almost superhuman strength when in a con- 
vulsion and it was with difficulty that he 
could be restrained. 


GOT THINGS TWISTED. 


Hospital Attendant Makes a Wrong 
Entry and Causes Annoyance. 


When Deputy Coroner Lloyd telephoned to 
the City Hospital Tuesday morning to have 
the body of David Long sent to the Morgue 
for an autopsy, he was informed that 


Long’s death was not one for the Coroner, 
as he had died from an abscess of the neck. 
The body the Corpner wanted was that of a 
negro who died from the effects of a stab 
in the neck, inflicted by John Cravens, an- 
other negro, on Feb. 7, in Lange’s saloon, 
at Fourteenth street and Clark avenue. 

The Coroner informed Capt. O’ Malley that 
the David Long who died at the hospital 
Monday was not the man for whose death 
Cravens was wnder arrest. Capt. O’ Malley 
immediately sent Special Officers Keeley 
and Goecking to investigate. They went to 
the hospital and identified the dead body 
as that of David Long, who had been 
stabbed by Cravens, and it was sent to the 
Morgue. 

The error made by the hospital attendant 
arose from the circumstance that Long had 
been discharged fromthe hospital a few 
days after he was received, and then went 
back a few days later, as his wound both- 
ered him. In some manner his case was en- 
tered on the books as ohe of abscess of the

Petitioners Will Have Their. Interests 
in the Council Carefully 
Watched by Lawyers 


An organized effort to have part of the 
Fair; Grounds condemned for street pur- 
es was undertaken Monday night by 
property owners in the vicinity. A bill is 
to be in uced in the City Council for the 
purpose and legal assistance retained to 
push {t through in spite of any opposition 
that may be encountered from the St. Louis 
Agricultural and Fair Grounds Association. 
It is proposed to etend Warne and 
Prairie avenues through the grounds. 

For more than a year property owners 
have been agitating such a etep. They 
have been subjected to the greatest incon- 
venience thmugh the necessity of going 
around the Fair Grounds when they want 
to get away from home. From Grand ave- 


nue on the east to Fair avenue, the western 
boundary, is twelve blocks. To pass through 
the gfounds even when there are no attrac- 
tions, costs 25 cents. In lieu of that, resi- 
dents north of the grounds desiring to 
reach a point south, in direct line with their 
homes, are compelled to walk from four to 
twenty-four blocks out of their way. The 
latter distance is necessary to those living 
at the northwest or southwest corner of the 
grounds since, during three-fourths of the 
ear, it is stated, Fair avenue is completely 
eenence from its depth of mire. 
he agitation crystallized several days 
ago in a call for a meeting of property- 
owners. It was held Monday night at Ma;, 
hon’s Castle, the residence of rank Ma- 
hon, 6339 Florissant avenue, There were 
eixty-five present, and the occasion resolved 
itself into an indignation meeting. Mr. 
Mahon was elected chairman, and a number 
of speeches made in which it was declared 
that property in the vicinity was being 
ruined from the lack of outlet. It was de- 
cided to have a bill drafted and presented 
to the Municipal Assembly opening Warne 
and Prairie avenue through the grounds, 
and Mr. Mahon was selected to attend to 
the matter. 

A committee consisting of Frank Train 
of 4523 Warne avenue and James Walsh of 
Penrose street and Warne avenue was also 
appointed to circulate a petition for funds 
to secure counsel for the passage of the 
proposed ordinance. 

“We are determined to see the matter 
through,”’ said Mr. Mahon, when seen by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Tuesday. ‘‘We feel 
confident we can overcome any opposition. 
We are all small property-owners, holding 
25 or 30 feet of ground each with our homes, 
and we think we are entitled to relief, as 
we pay our taxes proimptly.

FREIGHT BUREAU. 


MERCHANTS’ EXCHANGE 
CLINES TO POOL ISSUES.

But the Merchants Will Run Their 
Own Bureau in Their Own 
Serene Way. 


The Merchants’ Exchange will establish 
a Freight Traffic Bureau. 

At a special meeting of the Board of Di- 
rectors Monday afternoon, it was decided 
not to merge with the Business Men’s 
League or any other organization on the 
basis of an equal apportionment of ex- 
penses. 

Tt was the sense of the board that the 
Exchange should establish a bureau and 
operate it as an adjunct to the Exchange. 

If the Business Men’s League desires to 


conduct its traffic affairs throngh. this bu- 
reau it may do so, but the bureau will be 
in no sense a joint affair. 

At the meeting a letter from the Business 
Men’s League was read expressing regret 
that fits proposition to form a joint freight 
bureau had been rejected and asking at 
the board reconsider its action. 

Secretary Morgan was instructed to ly 
that the board thought it best that a traffic 
bureau be formed and operated by the Mer. 
chants’ Exchange and that the various com- 
mercial bodies of the city be pérmitted to 
co-operate with the Exchange in its forma- 
tion. A similar letter was sent to the Man- 
ufacturers’ Association. 

The terms on which other associations 
will be permitted to co-operate have not been 
fixed. The matter is in the hands of a com- 
mittee consisting of C. H. Spencer, Will P. 
Kenneit and P. P. Williams. 

Mr. Spencer said that the committee would 
meet in a few days to arrange details. 

Secretary Cox said: ‘I cannot say what 
action the League will take, as we have 
not yet been officially notified of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange’s action. Personally, I 
should say that there is little doubt that 
the’ Business Men’s League will co-operate 
with the Exchange in forming a freight 
pureg.u if the terms praposed are satisfac- 
ory.”’ 

The action of the Board of Directors is 
regarded by those in a position to know as 
a further indication that Joseph S. Leeds 
will be dropped by the Business Men's 
“eague. He received a notice a short time 
ago that on the completion of arrangements 
between the Business League and the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange his services would bé no 
longer required. 

He igs now being carried from month to 
month. Under the law the letter sent to 
him will serve as a month’s notice, so that 
if the League decides to ‘‘co-operate”’ with 
the. Merchants’ Exchange he may be 
dropped at once.

THE MARKETS. 


The Corn Trade News reports the crop conditions 
abroad as being very satisfactory. In England the 
plant is said to be looking healthy, and in generally 
good condition. In France, while the acreage is 
about 10 per cent less than lagt year, and the an- 
nual agricultural report the worst in several years, 
the condition of the crop must be taken as a fair 
average, although it is decidely/inferior to that of 
last year. 

In Argenfine the situation Is°very bad in regard 
to the wheat crop,. but.on aeeount of the recent 
rains, the outlook for the corm .erop is more ho 
ful. Chili reports an indicated exportable surplus of 
over 2,800,000 bu. In New Zealand the crop is as 
peer as last year’s and will approximate 6,500,000 

u 


India reports prospects much improved and ship- 
ments likely to be resumed in the autumn. In Rus- 
sia, althongh the seedings have in some parts suf- 
fered from inclement weather, their condition may 
be described in general as satisfactory. 

In Roumania the crops are reported to be etill in 
winter quarters, and the outlook is regarded as 
being quite satisfactory: Austria and Hungary re- 
port no complaints in regard to the crop situation. 
Conditions in Spain are regarded as quite satisfac- 
tory. Germany says no complaints of crop damage 
are made and in Sweden there is plenty of snow 
protection. 

In this country, while numerous crop damage re- 
ports have been received, the condition is greatly 
regarded as satisfactory. 

The receipts of wheat at Liverpool for the st 
three days were 301,666 bu, of which only 60,000 bu 
were American, the arrivals being chiefly from Rus- 
sian ports. The receipts of corn were 85,000 bu. 

The amount of wheat and flour in transit to Enu- 
rope, with the visible supply of wheat in the | 
United States and Canada, is equivalent to 72,578,- | 
000 bu, against 92,166,000 bu a year ago. The 
amount of corn is 38,874,000 bu, as compared with 
24,286,000 bu a year ago. The visible supply of 
corn, 24,394,000 bn, is the largest on record. 

The opening cables were: 

Liverpool—Spot wheat steady and unchanged; fu- 
tures steady, 1444 lower. Corn—Spot firm; futures 
steady, 144d higher. 

London—Cargoes of wheat arrived off coast, none 
offering: on passage, steady.

THERE IS MUCH DISCONTENT. 


Complaints That the Old Gang Is in 
the Saddle in Nearly Every 
Precinct. 


The Committtee on Privileges and Elec- 
tions of the Demorcratic City Executive 
Committee convened at 4 o’clock 
Tuesday afternoon in Given Camp- 
bell’s office, in the Bank of 
Commerce building, to examine the evidence 
submitted in the contests over the election 
of precinct committeemen.

At the time the Committee on Privileges 
grid Elections was appointed by Chairman 
@evoy the prevailing opinion among the old 
committeemen was that its decisions on all 
contests in the election of precinct commit- 
teemen should be accepted without ques- 
tion and adopted. This may not be done. 

A suspicion exists in some quarters that 
the old gang committeemen have hypno- 
tized enough of the new members to form a 
combination and control the action of the 
City Executive Committee. If this be true, 
the hidden hand will«be revealed at the. 


mieceting Wednesday night, when the report 
on the election contests is made, 

The Democratic party in the city of St. 
Louis is closely scrutinizing the action of 
the new City Executive Committee, to see 
if genuine reforms are to be established. 
The first step towards a reform movement 
that will amount to something is a fair de- 
cision in the contests over the election of 
precinct committeemen. 

When Chairman Devoy joined with the old 

ng committeemen in calling mass-meet- 

gs, instead of the primaries, as was di- 
rected by the State Committee, suspicions 
were aroused among many Democrats that 
the people would have a poor show in the re- 
organization scheme. 

very one of the old gang committeemen 
was enthusiactically in favor of mass-meet- 
ings, and that fact alone was sufficient to 
arouse suspicions. 

Then the plan of calling these mass-meet- 

, it is said, did not contribute to a res- 

teration of confidence. The two ward com- 
mitteemen selected the chairmen to call 
these precinct mass-meetings to order, and 
then each meeting could select a new chair- 
man if it so desired. 
’ Tt is charged now that several old gang 
committeemen used tricks to defeat the 
choice of the ple. The precinct commit- 
teemen will elect the ward committeemen 
on May 4, and hence the old ward commit- 
teemen p red ‘“‘slates’’ composed of tools 
who would vote to return to the City Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 

Affidavits have been filed showing that the 
gang committeemen in several wards held 
some meetings before the legal hour of 8 
o'clock, and held others in places not adver- 
tised. In many instances the precinct chair- 
man was also elected precinct committee- 


man. 

The temporary chairman, who had been 
selected by the ward committeeman, called 
the meeting to order, appointed his own 
tellers, and the votes were then cast to elect 
the chairman precinct committeeman, and

In this way, it is charged, the old gang 

committeemen ran things with a high hand 
fn several wards. 

A fair illustration is found in the Twen- 
ty-sixth Ward, where Andy Blong and his 

oldbug gang employed all kinds of tricks, 

t is said, to defeat the will of the people. 

fs ward is strong in free silver senti- 
‘ment, and the Workingmen’s Bryan Club 
and its silver friends are said to be far in 
the majority if given a square deal. But 
the Blong crowd of goldbugs, beaten in a 
majority of the precinct mass meetings, 
have filed contests in trumped-up charges, 
hoping to gain favorable decisions thereon 
and retain apparent supremacy. 

Another suspicious circumstance is that 
the Committee on Privileges and Elections 
is composed of old committeemen with two 
exceptions, it is noted, and this may ex- 
plain the desire of the old gang committee- 
men to adopt this committee’s report with- 
out change. 

At any rate, much depends on the decis- 
ions of the Committee on Privileges and 
Elections in the precinct election contests, 
and the action thereon taken by the City 
Executive Committee Wednesday night. 

If the “snap meetings’”’ undoubtedly held 
in many precincts in the interest of the old 

ng are recognized as legal there will be 
oud protests among the voters who were 
cheated out of their rights. 

A majority of the prominent Democratic 
leaders recognize that the committee has 
a delicate duty to perform in settling these 
election contests, but they add that old 
gans methods ‘must be rebuked if confi- 

nee is to be restored.

TESTS TO THE LEGISLATURE. 


THREE-CENT FARES A BENEFIT. 


Arguments of the Street Car Companies 
Against the Proposed Law 
Answered in Full. 


The Trades and Labor Union of St. Louis 
has protested to the Legislature against the 
adverse report of the committee on the 
3-cent car fare bill. 

Letters were mailed Monday night to 
Representative Dunn, father of the bill; 
Speaker Farris of the House and to the 
President of the Senate, urging the passage 
of the measure. 

It was thoroughly discussed at Sunday’s 
meeting of the union, and instead of being 
regarded detrimental to labor, was consid- 
ered in the light of a benefit. It was 
argued that should the fares be reduced 
more laboring people, who live a distance 
from their work, would be enabled to ride, 
and the companies would soon be forced to 
put on more cars to accommodate the in- 


creased traffic, hence employ more men. 
The reduction of wages urged by street 
railway men against the bill was regarded 
as most improbable, as greater travel would 
more than fill the discrepancy in the treas- 
ury caused by the 2-cent drop. 

A resolution was introduced and adopted 
asking all representatives and Senators to 
support the measure for the reasons set 
forth. It was also requested that the even- 
ing hours named be changed from 6 to 
8 o’clock to from 5 to 7 o’clock, as many 
laboring men and women are released from 
their duties at 5 vo’clock. 

The Trades and Labor Union is composed 
of delegates from ninety-four labor organi- 
zations, representing from 35,000 to 40,000 
laboring men. 

“The passage of such a measure would be 
a great boon to the laboring element,” said 
Secretary T. A. Bundschu. “It would enable 
those who now have to walk great distances 
morning and evening an opportunity of rid- 
ing, at least one way. A single fare is not 
much at 5 cents, but it amounts in a week 


or a month to more than the youthful or 
aged laborer can afford at the low wages 
he is getting now. We cannot understand 
why the committee did mot favor thé meas- 
ure. 

“If any investigation was made among the 
working class of its probable benefits it was 
a very weak effort, or confined to wrong 
channels. Let those who want to learn 


what good it will do go among the poorly 
paid factory and mill hands, and they will 
discover what they profess to be looking 
for in short order.’’

Archbishop Kain Goes to Kansas City 
to Attend. 


Archbishop Kain left St. Louis Monday 
night for Kansas City, where he will attend 
a convocation of the Bishops of the St. 


Louis Province Tuesday. 
The redistricting of several dioceses in the 


rovince will be the principal matter of d6- 
ca cat It is said that Bishop Burke of St. 
Joseph will ask that his diocese be extended 
to the Mississippi River, north of the Mis- 
sourl River, and that Bishop Hennessy of 
Wichita will request also the extension of 
his diocese. Archbishop Kain is opposed to 
these changes. 

Papal Delegate Martinelli is expected to 
preside at the meeting. Among those who 
will be present are Bishops Hennessy of 
Wichita, Fink of Kansas City, Kan.; Hogan 
of Kansas City, Mo.; Burke of St. Joseph, 
and Archbishop Kain of St. Louis. 

The convocation will also select the names 
of three priests, to be submitted to the 
Pope, as candidates for Bishop of the now 
vacant diocese of Concordia, Kan.

Unless George Jehl Turns Up It Will

Relatives of George Jehl, who has not 
been heard from for twenty-five years, are 
in a quandary. There is $4,432 in trust in St.

Jehl was less than 10 years aid when he 
disappeared. His mother died and his fath- 
er,.a cigarmaker, took him to Nashville, 
Ill. Shortly afterward the relatives learned 
that father and son had gone to lowa, but 
could never learn to what ar of the 
State. About four years ago Vincent Stock, 
maternal grandfather of the boy, died, 
leaving considerable property. He directed 
that $4,482 be paid George Jehl. The estate 
was administered upon by John Stock, an 
uncle of the boy. Later the properly was 
sold by Francis Nohl, who was appointed 
commissioner to divide it. He holds the 
money due George Jehl. 

John Stock made oath to the facts in the 
Probate Court Monday afternoon. Judge 
Rassieur, however, held that he had no 
jurisdiction in the matter. While the law 
presumed George Jeh! dead, and there was 
no evidence to the contrary, Judge - 
sieur held that the home of the son, under 
the laws of Missouri, was with his father 
until he became 21 years of age. e 
having been taken to Nashville, IL, by his 
father, while still in his minority, was_out 
of the jurisdiction of the State of 
souri.
